WASHING TOX, JUXE 29.—The administration to- 


day was making every possible effort to get at the actual 
situation within llussia. The various reports from that 
anarchy-torn nation, most sensational and wiu.'ly differ- 
ent, admittedly were puzzles. 


American diplomatic and consular officers in liussia 


itself and in the neutral countries had been asked to send 
forward all available _ini'ormation without delay. Mean- 
while the liussian program of this government of necessity 
marked time. It has been prepared tc meet almost any 
possible contingency, but naturally changes will have to 
be made to deal with changed conditions which it is con- 
sidered certain are taking place. 


Officials admitted very frankly tnat they were ex- 


tremely skeptical of the Russian reports which have a 
German, origin. 
Jt was pointed out that detail and con- 


clusions sent broadcast from the Herman high powered 
wireless station at Bauen, plainly to be picked up by the 
British and French stations were of such a nature" that 
they seemed improbable. 
Therefore until this govern- 


ment can get at all the actual facts from its own sources 
officials feel that it would be unwise for them to comment 
on them.

Gen. March Hints That On 


July Fourth He Will Give 
No. of Men in Europe. 


WASHINGTON, 
Jl M-J 
C!>.— The 


first American troops ;-ent direct from 
thp United States to Italy arrived 
there- yesterday, chief of staff Peyton 
C. March 
announced 
today. These 


troops are mostly noncombatants, com- 
prising sanitary corps unit;.. Already 
a regiment of fiKhtin^ men has been 
sei-t to Italy from Franco by General 
Pershint? and he will send such addi- 
tional fighting units to the Italian 
front as tie supremo war council of 
Versailles shall doom necessary. 


General March also announced that 


five divisions of Ameiican troops who 
have been training with the British 
army have completed that 
training 


and now have been turned back to 
General Pershing. 
These troops, of 


course, will now be available for serv- 
ice at such points as General Per- 
Rhiug and Supremo Commander 
in 


Chief Koch deem necessary.
